When it is necessary for them 
to go out the great difference in the ex- 
terior temperature strikes upon their or- 
ganization, the cold penetrates them and 
pneumonia kills them.

going into the street persons inhabiting 
very warm rooms may contract a fatal 
cold when passing into the halls that are 
not heated. I have known such cases. 
Particularly in country houses is this 
true, where the rooms are heated and the 
halls are 
not. 
To 
avoid pneumonia 


people should take good care of them- 
selves; I don't mean by staying at home 
and making themselves as comfortable as 
possible, but by taking out door exercise 
and making their habits regular. 
Many 


suppose that when the winter is severe 
and the atmosphere is what is termed 
'bracing,' that the mortality is not great. 
But this is a mistake, for a severe winter 
kills at both ends—kills off the very old 
and the very young, Thers is less mor- 
tality in a mild winter. Now, to avoid 
the dinger of taking cold I would recom- 
mend people to keep their houses only 
moderately warm. 
This 
apartment," 


went on Dr. Hammond, looking around his 
reception room, "I deep at a temperature 
of sixty-four degrees, and yet I have 
visitors who come and complain of the 
cold, because they are used to a higher 
temperature at home. 
I would also ad- 


vise people to abstain from alcohol, espe- 
cially in this damp weather, for much 
drinking predisposes pneumonia.
